Speaker Says 
Changes Make 
UN Stronger 


Two significant changes in the 
fu nctions of the United Nations are 
contribu ting to the present and fu t­ 
u re strength of the UN, accord­ 
ing to Dr. George C. Betts, for­ 
mer UN staff member, who spoke 
at a meeting of the Leagu e of Wom­ 
en Voters last night in the Salem 
Library assembly room. 
The first change noted by Dr. 
Betts, now pu blic affairs officer 
at Kent State University, was the 
“u nited for peace” resolu tion in­ 
trodu ced by the United States in 
19 50, which made it possible for 
the UN general assembly to take 
action on issu es over which the 
secu rity cou ncil was deadlocked 
by a veto. 
This resolu tion, passed by the 
assembly, was fu rther modified by 
a Yu goslavian 
resolu tion 
which 
held that the 
general 
assembly 
cou ld act on an emergency issu e 
even thou gh it had not been vetoed 
by one of the “ Big Five.” 
It was the Yu goslavian resolu ­ 
tion which gave the assembly au ­ 
thority to demand a cease fire re ­ 
cently between Israel and Egypt 
and to approve a UN police force 
in the Su ez area, he said. 
However, Dr. Betts continu ed 
I “The UN can seldom rise above 
the common foreign policies of all 
its m em ber states. A lack of con­ 
certed policies among the western 
powers was 
responsible for the 
UN’s slow action in Hu ngary and 
the Su ez, not the mechanics of the 
United Nations.” 
From his experiences, while at­ 
tached to the U.S. Mission to the 
UN from 19 50 to 19 55, Dr. Betts 
said that Sec. Gen. Dag Ham m ar­ 
skjö ld deplores mu ch of the acri­ 
moniou s pu blic debate in the UN.

Ev ery once in a while, I meet someone who doesn’t fully 
understand the meaning of an ex clusiv e real estate listing, or 
who doesn’t understand why any seller should giv e an agent 
an ex clusiv e. 
Most people, of course, kn ow that an exclusiv e listin g is an 
arran gem en t whereby on e particular broker has the sole right 
to attem pt to sell Che property in question for a specified period . 
But some people with houses or other proprty to sell some­ 
times feel that they might hav e a better chance of making the 
sale more promptly if the listing is in the hands of sev eral bro­ 
kers at one time. 
Actually, the rev erse is often true. 
For a broker who has 
an exclusiv e listin g on a piece of property realizes he has just 
so much tim e in which to sell the property before this “exclu­ 
siv e” expires. 
But m ore im portan t, he kn ows it will be worth 
his while to spen d a lot of tim e lin in g up prospectiv e buyers; 
without an exclusiv e, he m ight put a lot of work in to the d eal, 
on ly to fin d that in the m ean tim e the property had been sold by 
a riv al agen t. . 
So when y ou hav e property to sell, y ou'll be better off if, 
first of all. y ou pick a reliable broker, and, secondly , y ou giv e 
him an “ ex clusiv e” for a reasonable period — say 60 day s. 
T ha'ts the surest way I kn ow of gettin g prom pt an d pleasin g 
results.

Kremlin Sp o kesman 


In Britain, Communist membership has been 
dropping like flies after a killing frost. Reac­ 
tion from the Kremlin’s policy of violence in 
Hungary is cited as the reason.

McCarran-Walter immigration law, its provis­ 
ions, covering Hungarian refugees are of direct 
interest to millions of Americans. 
Rep. Francis E. Walter, the surviving co­ 
author of this controversial legislation, pro­ 
poses a crackdown on the refugees. He chal­ 
lenges the Eisenhower administration’s policy 
of admitting refugees under the emergency 
parole provisions of the law that bears his 
name. True to his role as head hunter of 
Communists in the United States, he charges 
that many reds sneaked into the country dis­ 
guised as Hungarian patriots. 
This is a puzzling position. Three months ago, 
Rep. Walter was talking about “heroic Hun­ 
garians” and going to Vienna to cut “red tape” 
so more Hungarians could find refuge in the 
United States.

Jeff e r s o n, 
Hamilton w a s 
t h e political 
a nd financial 
engineer w h o 
b u i l t the pe­ 
culiar form of 
g o v e rnment 
and the ty pe of 
capitalistic so­ 
ciety that was 
Sokoisky 
e s t a b lished 
here. 
It was no mean task that Alex­ 
ander Hamilton undertook when he 
wrote the principal federalist pa­ 
pers because the people in the 
colonies 
feared 
government 
or 
perhaps it is more correct to say 
that they feared the power of 
government against which 
t h e y 
had rebelled. 
They had witnessed the peril of 
the expansion of power and had 
been forced to risk their lives in 
a military operation to resist op­ 
pression. 
When men engage in rebellions, 
they anticipate a large measure of 
personal liberties to be their gain 
and often what they really seek is 
an individualism akin to anarchy . 
Alex ander Hamilton's task was 
to find an orderly procedure not 
only 
for 
government 
but

the national economy . 


HE WAS OUR first open na­ 
tionalist, it may be said. 
Dean Louis M. Hacker of Co­ 
lumbia University has written a 
biography , “Alex ander Hamilton, 
in the American Tradition,” for the 
occasion of the bicentennial. 
This book might well be read by 
the rulers of the many new na-

Hamilton’s “The Report on M an-1 
ufactures,” established the eco­

Key nes taught us a new economy 
which has since become outmoded. 
Mr. Hamilton said: 


“THAT THE ANNUAL produce 
of the land and labor of a coun­ 
try can only be increased in two 
way s —■ by some improvement in 
the productive powers of the useful 
labor which actually ex ists within 
it or by some increase in the 
quantity of such labor.” 
Dean Hacker say s of “The Re­ 
port on Manufactures” : 
“It was both the longest and 
most complex of the public docu­ 
ments Hamilton drew up at this 
time: it was also his whole state­ 
ment of his hopes for and his 
faith in the future of the United 
States. 
“Hamilton wanted men of af­ 
fairs — adventurers, enterprisers, 
the capitalist class, in short — to 
rally to the support of the new 
government . . .” 
In a word, he sought to make 
the new nation attractive to busi­ 
ness and he succeeded, for capital 
from all parts of the world, capi­ 
tal and labor have poured into this 
country in 
enormous 
quantities 
not as grants or gifts or aids but 
as investments with the ex pec­ 
tation of a profitable return on the 
money . 
It was the attractiveness for in­ 
vestment that, built the United 
States and when protectionism was 


established for our infant indus­ 
tries, it was not on some theoreti­ 
cal basis that tariffs are good or 
bad but rather that industry was 
beneficial to the country and that 
capital was entitled to compensa­ 
tion if it was or is to work at all. 


DEN HACKER pay s Hamilton 
this tribute: 
“This astounding y oung man — 
whether born in 1755 or 1757, he 
was 
still 
in his 
early 
thirties 
when he became the country ’s first 
secretary of the treasury in 178 9 
—was not only the greatest ad­ 
ministrator the United States has 
ever produced, he was undoubted­ 
ly one of its greatest statesmen. 
“If statecraft requires the clear 
understanding of all those forces 
and factors that a nation’s honor 
and progress demand, plus the abil 
ity to create realistically and ef­ 
fectively the day -to-day devices 
for their realization — in short, the 
joining of both ends and means in 
a workable policy — Hamilton 
was a statesman without equal.” 
This is a particularly suitable 
time to study the work of Alex­ 
ander 
Hamilton because 
t h i s 
country needs to be put back on 
the track of its traditions.

Payrolls, Classroom Space 
Rebekahs At 


Attributed to Future Needs 
Leetonia

ex empted v illag e scho o l district 
faces a co ntinued increase in its 
financial needs to meet require­ 
ments to the end o f the present 
decade, acco rding to Superintend­ 
ent D. W. Bailey . 
Mo re funds will be needed to 
meet increased pay ro lls fo r teach­ 
ers and o ther lines o f serv ice, mo re 
class ro o m 
space 
and 
building 
maintenance, he say s. 
Increased enrollment three y ears 
hence to 1960 m ay necessitate a 
four-room addition to Joshua Dix 
on Elem entary School and a gar­ 
age on its grounds to accommo­ 
date the six school busses of the 
district, an enlarged cafeteria in 
the High School building and a 
modern v entilating sy stem in the 
old p art of the building, Mr. Bai­ 
ley lists as among p rosp ectiv e de­ 
v elop ments. 
While the financial outlay will 
continue to increase, Mr. Bailey 
has hop es that the district m ay re 
ceiv e about $10,000 from the state 
school foundation this y ear as com 
p ared with $8 0,000 last y ear and 
$58 ,000 in ’55. 
The school district 
tax es 
will 
y ield about $135,000 this y ear, ac­ 
cording to an estim ate by the Co­ 
lum biana county auditor, $14,000 
m ore than last y ear due to the 
increased v aluation resulting from 
the annex ation to the district of 
the Fairfield township area east 
and southeast of town. 


THE DISTRICT started the p res­ 
ent school y ear with a balance of 
$8 ,19 7 , sm allest in y ears, com p ar­ 
ed with $22,000 a y ear p rev ious. 
Mr. Bailey say s the op erating mil- 
lage of 14.6 for Columbiana dis­ 
trict is the lowest in Columbiana 
and Mahoning counties, and the 
board m ay hav e to ask the v oters 
for m ore. 
He foresees the need of an ad­ 
ditional six th grade room and sev ­ 
enth grade room for the 1957 -58 
school y ear and four additional 
room s at 
Dix on Elem entary to 
m eet needs through 1960. In the 
High School building students hav e 
to eat in shifts because the dining 
room can seat only 96. 
Users o f electricity fro m the Co ­ 
lumbiana distributio n sy stem will 
be pay ing their bills mo nthly , be­ 
g inning March 1.

Tests Planned 


To Include Nuclear 


Missiles, Artillery

WASHINGTON iff) — The Atomic 
Energy Commission is setting up 
a new series of atomic tests, p re­ 
sumably to include such defense 
weap ons 
as nuclear antiaircraft 
missiles and artillery . 
An (AEC) announcement Thurs­ 
day night gav e no dates, but said 
the tests will begin late in the 
sp ring 
at 
the 
Nev ada 
p rov ing 
grounds west of Las Vegas. Four 
p rev ious series of tests hav e been 
conducted there, the last in the 
sp ring of 1955. 
The announcement said the new 
series will inv olv e “low-y ield nu­ 
clear tests.” 
This p resumably means that the 
ex p losions will be not much more 
than 30 kilotons. A kiloton is the 
equiv alent of the energy released 
in ex p losion of 1,000 tons of TNT. 
The commission, obv iously sen­ 
sitiv e to concern ov er radiological 
fall-out from nuclear ex p losions, 
emp hasized that “tests of high- 
y ield dev ices are not conducted in 
Nev ada.” 
In 
general, 
a 
“high- 
y ield” 
ex p losion 
is 
of 
H-bomb 
p rop ortions, p roducing forces as 
high as 17 million tons of TNT. 
The AEC announcement of the 
new test series came only four 
day s after, the commission said, 
the Russians had conducted “an­

weap ons 
test 
in 
their current series” which start­ 
ed last y ear. But the American 
test series this sp ring was not 
p romp ted by the latest Sov iet fir­ 
ing. Plans were started as soon 
as the 1955 series was comp leted. 
Two statem ents p 
o i n t e d up 
sharp ly the intention to giv e p rim­ 
ary attention to tactical, 
rahef 
than m assiv e strategic-ty p e weap ­ 
ons, in the 1957 series: 
1. The comment by President
